Enclosed is a draft reply to four letters ve have received from 
Mr. Harold Weinberg. In his letter of March 13 Mr. Weisberg specifi- 
cally 1, asivs v.’h ether ve have the Government copy of the "memorandum of 
transfer" vhich vas the subject of cur memorandum to you dated March 18, 
1970. 


As you will note, ve are going to try to reduce the amount of correspon- 
dence vith Mr. V/cisberg by applying to him a rule that ve apply to other . 
researchers - that ve do not furnish information from or about records 
vhen the time required to do so is excessive. The correspondence vith 
Mr. Weinberg has been going on, vith some intermissions, for nearly four 
years and shove no signs of tapering off. In fact, it may increase. 
Enclosed is a copy of a transmittal slip and a letter from Mr. Weisbcrg • 
to the Department of Justice vhich shove how the Department under the 
. present administration has .refused to correspond vith him. As the Secret

as the chief target for Mr. Weisberg's theory that the Government is 


"covering up" 


piracy to assassinate President Kennedy.

future ve would like to resti'ict correspondence vith Mr. Weisbcrg 


to (l) furnishing copies of records vhen ve can do so without excessive 
searching or correspondence, (2) informing Mr. .VJeisberg of the reasons 
for withholding any specific records he may request that are withheld, 
and (3) furnishing copies of any specific records he requests that later 
become available.
